THE INDIA OFFICE } 

A correspondeht ‘well qualified to speak 
on the subject ‘bas favoured a London paper 
with the fullowiug communication in refer- 
ence to the recently discovered MSS. at the 
India Office :— 

“T cannot enlighten yon as to the con- 
tents of the ‘ Beejapoor MSS.’ found in the 
Hbrary at the India Uffice, but if they are 
the MSS. formerly in the Azar Mehal at 
Beejapoor, the following’are the facts as to 
the manner and time wheu-the MSS, came 
into the possession of the East India Com- 

ny. The books are-the remains of one 
of the royal libraries which existed at Bee- 
japoor in the Deccan previous to its capture 
by Aurungzebe, a.p. 1688. Though ‘cart- | 
loads’ of M38. ate said to have been taken 
away by lim, the library to which these 
yolumes belonged was not entirely removed | 
by the Emperor from Becjapoor, in conse- 
quence of its having been attached to & 
Mahomedan shrine, in which were presorv- 
ed two hairs of the Prophet's beard. A 
short accdunt of this cnrious shrine will be 
found in Colonel Sykes’a excellent’ paper 
on Beejapoor ‘in the ‘Transactions of the 
Literary Society of Bombay,’ a book now 
very rarely to be met with, and also in the 
mignificent volume of photographs of Bee- 
japoor, ‘published by Mr Murray in 1866, 
at thee expense of a native geutleman of 
Bombay. The building in which the library 
was progerved will be found described and 
Cepicted at pages 38 und 75 of the memoirs 
prefixed to that volume by Captain Mea- 
dows Taylor and Mr James Ferguson, and 
in plates 47 to 53. In this shrine the books 
remained much neglected, till they were 
examiced ‘about 1842 by M. d’Uctroa, a 
youiig scholar ‘of Spanish origiv, travelling 
in India by order of King Louis Philippe, 
to collect Sanscrit MSS, for the Royal 
Library st Paris, : r 

“ Sir George Arthur, the then governor 
of Bombay, hearing of the condition of tho 
Beejapoor library from Mr. d’Uctroa, 
moved the Rajah of Satara, in whose ter- 
ritory Beejapoor then was, to take better 
care of the books; and something was done, 
with this end in view, at the suggestion of 
Colonel Evans, the then Resident. But 
when the territory, with all State property, 
lapsed to the Government of India, the 
library waa still much neglected and expos- 
ed to depredation and injury from the we- 
ather. In this state it was found by Cap- 
tain (now Colonel) Philip Hart, of the 
Engineers, who was employed to repair 
some of the beautiful buildings which were 


fast going tu ruin, and, among otters, ‘that 
in which the library was depvsited ; and on 
his report, Lord Falkland, theu governor 
of Bombay, ordered the removal of all the 
bovks which were at all perfect, and they 
were ultimately sent to the library of the 
East India Company in Leadenball-atrect, 
where they remaiued until its transfer to 
the Crown, 

“The Beejapoor library must once havo 
been rich in books in many languages. 
Local tradition telle oftinany beautiful 
works in Persian, richly illuminated, which 
have, at different times, been abstracted 
from the library and clandestiuely sold, 
and there are still many boxes of flayments 
of books, Persian and arabic, which, from 
the beauty of the penmanship and illuini- 
nation, testify to the original value of the 
volumes to which they belouged. There ara 
likewise fraginents of Mss, in Mabratta and 
Sanscrit, in Canarese, snd other southera 
languages, written on paper as well as on 
palm leaves, and a few fragments of black- 
letter English and Spanish books ; the En- 
glish fragnients evidently belonged to a 
black-letter Bible of the authorized version, 
But, with the exception of the Arabic yo- 
lunes now in the library at the India Office, 
thore was nothing like a perfect volume in 
any language forthcoming in 1847, aud the 
existeuce of these Arabic volumes was 
accounted for by the local ofticers, solely on 
the ground of their having beeu uvreadable 
by duy one on the spot, and consequently 
unsaleable, The blame of these depreda- 
tions was laid by the Brahtain officeis of 
the Mahratta State at the door of the 
Mahomedan mujawirs who bad charge of 
the shrine, while the latter retorted by 
accusing the Brahmin officers of the Stato ; 
but of the fact that very extensive depreda- 
tions had been permitted withiu a fow years 
previous tu the territory coming under 
British control there can, I fear, be no 
doubt. 

“Tinay mention that, besides the’ pre- 
servation of these MSS., wa owe tu’Volonel 
Hart’s professional skill and taste the beau- 
tiful architectural drawings by Mr. Cum- 
mings, phutographs from which'sare to be 
fotind in Mr, Murray’s publication above 
referred to ; and also the extensive repairs 
to the old buildings ut Beejapoor which he 
carried out about tweuty years ago, and 
which have done much to preserve the ruins 
from utter decay, Until Colonel Hart took 
the matter in hand little or nothing 
effectual had been dono to preserve tho 
buildings since thé repairs ordered by Cap- 
tain Grant Duff, s.on after the con- 
quest of the Deccan by the British in 1817.”

Hemlock, 
to which Sourates‘and Phocion were said to 
owe their death, is pronounced by dir, Har- 
ley and other emineut toxicologists, to be 
no poisonatall, Sixty gratus of tincture of 
lemlovk were administered to a young 
woman without any apparent effects, and 
Mr. Harley, after a doses of 24 grains of 
the pure juice of the leaves of the hemlock, 
ouly experienced a slight muscular numb- 
ness, which passe i off after an hour, ‘from 
further experiments it appears that the 
commou hemlock is neither a poiaon nor 
even a medicinal remedy. The facts relat- 
ing to Socrates and Phocion may, however, 
be reasonably oxplained in another way. 
Hitherto dictionaries Lave always translat- 
ed the Greek Koveion and the Latin cicwta by 
our word hemlock. Some change of clasai- 
fication has no doubt taken place. What 
the ancients called henilock was perbays the 
cicula vivosa, L,, which ia, in fact, a most 
poisonous plant,

‘The sup- 
ply at ‘Pittin was equally limited, the staple 
boing apparently bad butter and offonsive 
cheeses, Soup ut dinner was little better 
than “tepid discoloured water,’ avd the 
meat, being cut by the Head Steward at 
the gangway, was cold and uneatable be- 
fore it reached the table, Lhe only drink- 
able wine was the Burgundy, and no wea- 
sures. were taken to keep the liquors of 
drinking water properly covled, with the 
exeuption of lemonade, soda and tunic 
wators, the porquisites of the chief steward, 
Children fared worse than adults, aud 
though complaints were mace in the proper 
quarters no redress was obtained. The 
complaint concludes with the fravk assur- 
ance that the memorialists were aware that 
the diet on this side Suez was usually ba‘, 
but they lad never had such cause of com- 
plaint as on this uceasion.,.

Upon which Mr 
Punc't remarks that he should like to know 
where this Sober Island ia ; and that, if it 
not Rum, the statement is. Such an island, 
however, was iu existence and use not so 
many yeare ago; aud, during the summer 
season, tourists steam past it every day. Tt 
is one of the thirty islands that stud the 
waters of Look Lomond, and is among the 
large group in the open southern portion of 
the loch, near to Iga, It is called Inch- 
Lonaig, or the Deer Island, from its con- 
taining the deerpark of its owner, Sir James 
Colquhuun, Bart. of Rossdhu.’ There are 
some ancieut yew treew on this island, the 
survivors of many that wero planted (a0 it 
is said) by Robert Bruce, for the purpose 
of sopplying bis army with bows ; and, on 
this island, Rob Roy and the grandfather 
of Sir Jamos Colquhoun held a conference: 
A full account of the peculiar use to which 
tho Deer Island was put was given by Lord 
Teignmouth, in his “ Scotland,” published 
in 1836. This account is too long to be 
hore quoted in its integrity (vol. ii, pp. 
286—9); but, abbreviated, is as follows: 
‘Till within a few years, thes islands were 
appropriated to a very different purpose ; 
serving as asyluins for persona of both sexes, 
of the higher and middling classes, who re- 
paired to them either voluutarily or com- 
pelled by their relations, to shun the world, 
or to avoid the temptations to drinking, 
which they found irresistible in society, or 
on other pretexta: These recluses lodged 
at the cuttages of the foresters, and lived 
together on the plan of a boarding-house, 
The present Sheriff of Dumbartonshire, 
brother to Sir James Colquhoun, having 
observed these inmates in aafe enstody of 
our old forester, aud ascertained that some 
of them were detained in unwilling exile, 
rescued them from their captivity, and ex- 
cited bis enmity, as he derived a consider- 
able income from the money which they 
paid him. Ono of them waa a lady of very 
respectable circumstances, whom her hus 
band had placed under this restraint, Tha 
old forester asked emphatically, when re- 
quited to surrender up his prisoners, 
‘ What new law is this tliat is brought into 
the country ??” Lord Teignmouth adie 
that he found in two of the Hebrides 
soluntary exiles, who had retired to those 
sequestered islands for the purpose of sub- 
duing habits of drunkenness, by shunning 
the temptations of society. I may state
